THE  City  of  Paris  offers,  every  three  years,  a  special  prize  for 
the  musical  composition  which  shall  be  adjudgctl  most 
worthy  by  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
In  1904  "The  Children's  Crusade"  by  Gabriel  Pierne  was 
awarded  this  prize  and  the  work  was  performed  for  the  first 
time  at  the  Concerts  du  Chdtelet  under  the  direction  of  M, 
Edouard  Colonne,  on  January  ISth.  1905.  The  Paris  perform- 
ance was  given  by  a  chorus  of  200  children,  200  adults  and  a 
large  orchestra. 

Gabriel  Piern^  was  born  at  Metz  on  August  Iflth.  1803. 
He  studied  at  the  Paris  Conservatoire,  first  as  a  student  of  the 
organ  and  the  piano,  but  later  turned  his  attention  to  compus- 
ition.  He  received  the  first  prize  as  pianist  in  1879,  the  first 
prize  for  fugue  in  1881,  and  in  1882  the  first  prize  as  organist, 
gaining  also  the  Grand  Prix  de  Rome  which  entitled  him  to 
three  years'  study  abroad.  The  greater  part  of  this  time  was 
spent  at  the  Academy  in  Rome  maintained  there  by  the  French 
(loverninent  for  study  in  music,  painting,  sculpture,  engraving 
,-ind  architecture.  In  1910  M.  i'iern^  succeeded  the  late  M. 
Colonne  as  conductor  of  the  magnificent  Parisian  orchestra 
bearing  the  latter's  name. 

"■fhe  Children's  Crusade"  was  first  performed  in  Toronto 
at  these  Concerts  on  the  second  and  third  of  February  last  year. 
Owing  to  the  unprecedented  demand  for  its  repetition,  it  has 
been  again  included  in  this  season'.^  programmes. 

ARGUMENT 
Between  the  Albigensian  heretics  of  Middle  France  and  the  Saracens 
in  Spain,  it  was  no  wonder  that  the  Christian  nations  found  it  dilficult  in 
the  thirteenth  century  to  succour  the  Christians  of  Palestine,  and  although 
many  attempts  were  made,  the  poor  Fa.thful  still  languished  in  P.ilcstine. 
And  who  was  to  help  them?  One  chronicler  tells  us  that  there  arose  the 
sweet,  the  piteous,  the  thoughtless,  valiant  cry  of  50.000  boys  and  girls: 
"Lord  Jesus,  restore  to  us  Thy  Holy  Cross!  We  are  going  to  Jerusalem  to 
deliver  the  Sepulchre  of  our  Saviour!"  Many  of  the  clergy  supported  the 
movement  and  the  laity  in  large  numbers  accepted  the  touching  fervour  of 
the  children  as  a  sign  from  heaven. 


This  wonderful  Annv  of  Innocents  inarched  in  two  bodies,  the  one 
from  Germany  over  the  Alfis  to  the  Adriatic  ports,  the  other  from  the  environs 
of  Paris  to  Alarsoillos.  Parents  struggled  to  keep  their  children  at  home, 
but  bolts  and  bars  and  blows  could  not  daunt  the  ardor  of  the  little  soldiers. 
Seven  thousand  of  them  poured  into  Genoa,  en  route,  to  the  consternation 
of  the  city  authorities  at  having  to  provide  for  such  a  number.  Eventually 
they  embarked  on  seven  ships,  but  after  two  days  at  sea  an  overwhelming 
storm  came  up,  when  the  ships  were  off  St.  Peter's  Isle,  and  some  of  the 
vessels  went  down  with  all  01  board.  Pope  Gregory  IX.  erected  there  a 
church  in  memory  of  the  shipwrecked  children,  many  of  whose  bodies  were 
cast  up  on  the  shore.

It  is  a  lovely  morning  in 
Spring,  and  the  children  gather  (lowers  and  weave  them  into  "green  and 
leafy  crosses"  singing  meanwhile  a  quaint  mediaeval  hymn  of  striking 
rh\thm,  in  tive-four  time.  This  is  sung  by  four  distinct  choirs  of  chil- 
dren, one  in  the  distance  behind  the  stage,  another  in  the  far  distance, 
and  the  two  choirs  on  the  stage;  at  first  antiphonally,  then  together,  and 
finally  dying  away  in  the  distance.
